THE MANHAT RAN ROBBERY. * 
Special Dispatch to The Tridune. 

New Tonk, June 1.—The full story of the 
Manhattan Bank robbery has been told at last. 
The police have for months been shadowing the 
bank’s night-watchman, Patrick — Slevin. 
Wednesday they arrested him, and vester- 
day be made a_ full 
has been the watchman tor years. 
and was thoroughly trusted. He gave himself 
away by spending more money in drink than his 
salary warranted. By following him persist- 
ently toacertain saloon the detectives finally 
caught him in company with William Kelly. a 
noted burglar. A bartender was also im- 
plicated in this way, and is incituded in 
the gang. Slevin says he was first approach- 
ed by two burglars, Littie Tracy and “ Big Kid,” 
three and a half yearsago. They told him he 
could make a fortune by joining them, and he 
was easily persuaded. Slevin was then intro- 
duced to Tracy’s brother, Thomas Ballard. 
and the rest of the gang, led by Jim Brady, all 
skillful bank-robbers. Three vears ago every- 
thing was arranged for the robbery, but eireum- 
stances and jail sentences broke up the gang. Af- 
terward Jimmy Hope joined the Tracys, and put 
in Johuny Hope, his son, so as to claim a 
second portion of the swag. George Howard, 
murdered ip June last, was also admitted. 
This scheme was frustrated, likewise, but was 
revived two years ago, and, from that time, the 
gang only waited its opportunity. An attempt 
was made on the bank early in 1878, but the 
inside safes could not be opened, and the 
burglars let after neatly covering their tracks. 
Eight months later the combination got to 
work again, and did the successful job 
which 60 mystiſted the police. To the 
gang then George Mason, Big Peter, 
William Kelly, and Billy Porter had been 
added. The story of the robbery is sufficien:ly 
familiar. The burglars got $3,500,000. Slevin 
was given $1,600 as part of his share, and prom- 
ised more as fast as the bonds were disposed of. 
He was afterward called upon for $600, being 
told each member of the gang had subscribed 
that amount to send a big lawyer to Washing- 
ton to lobby against the law duplicating the 
Government bonds stolen from the hank.

New Tons June 1.—The whole story of the 
Manhattan Savings Bank burglary is at last out, 
through the confession of one of the burglars. 
Saturday night Capt. Byrnes and his detect- 
ives arrested Henry Glenn, Patrick Sievin, 
aud William Kelly, on a charge of being impli- 
cated in the robbery, whereby money and securi- 
ties worth nearly $3,000,000 were stolen on the 
night of the 27th of October. 1878. One of them 
has confessed the whole plot to Capt. Byrnes. 
A burglar known as Little Tracey first con- 
cocted the scheme, and organized a band to 
rob the bank. it was broken up, however, by 
the arrest and conviction of most of the mem- 
bers of the gang for other crimes. Then he or- 
ganized a second gang, in which were Jimmie 
Hope, George Howard, John Dobbs, Jim Brady. 
and others. Lhey also had,in league with them a 
man employed as watchm€n at odd hours in the 
bank. Two attempts were made by this gang 
to rob the bank, but each failed through the in- 
ability of the watchman to meet his engage- 
ments. This gang also broke up. But 
@iope, thoroughly convinced of the feasi- 
bility of his scheme, lost no 
in reorganizing his forces. Dobbs (“ Big Kid”), 
who was on foot again, and others equally 
skilled and desperate, joined him, and work be- 
gan in earnest. One Sunday morning, wheu the 
friendly watchman was on duty in the bank, 
Hope was let into the bullding, and used bis 
opportunity to thoroughly examine the vaults. 
The next Sunday be returned, and taught the 
watchman how to use wax in taking an impres- 
sion of the keyhole. The watchman (Patrick 
Slevin) was an apt scholar, and soon returned 
the lump which the burglar had brought with 
an im pression from which the latter was able 
to make a key for the outer street- 
door on Bleecker street, which was found to ft, 
and was put by for use. This attempt also 
failed for want of time, but an entrance to the 
vault containing the safes was effected. Eight 
months Jater negotiations were again opened 
with Watchman Slevin. Finally the job was put 
up for Sunday morning, the 27th of October, and 
in it were Jimmy Hope, Kelly, and Dobbs, to- 
gether with the night-watchman, Slevin. It was 
thought Slevin would have charge of the bank 
that night, but an accident frustrated it. 
The gang resolved, bowever, to carry out 
their plans after the night-watchman had left 
and when the day-watchman came on. How 
well it carried out every one knows, and nearly 
$3,000,000 were carried away. Kelly stood guard 
over the manacied janitor. He gave them the 
combination to the safe, being in mortal terror 
of his life. The detectives went hard to work, 
arid, aftera long search, John Dobbs and the 
younger Hope were arrested. Watchman Slevin 
was shadowed early and tate, and was found 
drinking hard and spending movey lavishly. 
He was arrested a few days ago, and finally con- 
fessed the whole plot to Capt. Byrnes, and 
Kelly was arrested on his return from 
Jerome Park. Slevin says each member of the 
gang was assessed $600, after getting their 
money share, which was sent to Washington to 
defeat the bill introduced in Congress to dupli- 
cate the stolen bonds, as, U it passed, it would 
be difficult to negotiate the originals. Mean- 
while, the various town bonds stolen were nego- 
tiated, and Sievin cot $2,000 as his share there- 
from, and Jimmy Hope went to Washington to 
have the bill stopped. Kelly, when arrested, 
denied his guilt, but, when confronted with 
Slevin, be burst out into afitof swearing, and 
said: The bank has to pay a dividend on June 
1, and, to do it, will have to come to terms 
and settle with us.” 
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Slevin, Kelly, and Ryan are in custody. Nearly,

The latter answered, I have been working,“ 
at the same time going down in bis hip pocket 
for his revolver. Before the officer could stay 
his movement Sanders had leveled the weapon 
and fired. This first shot missed its mark, 


whereupon Sanders kept backing out, at 


the same time cocking the revolver and 
firing again. The second shot proved a 
truer one than the first, the bullet entering the 
officer’s left breast, killing him almost imstant- 
ly. As Printz feli to the ground, Sanders 
started north on a run, escaping from the 
clutches of the police who arrived at the scene 
ot death a few moments later. Officer Printz 
leaves a wife and two children. Sanders, al- 
though only 20 years of age, has served terms 
in the House of Refuge, the Work-House, and 
the City Jail, being incarcerated in the latter on 
a charge of assault with intent to kill. He is 
of medium higbt, stout build, with clean- 
sbaven face and licht hair. 

To-night, about two hours after Officer Printz 
was killed by the ruffian Saunders, a policeman, 
while going the rounds through an alley lo- 
cated between Sixth and Seventh and Biddle 
and QO’FaHon streets, found the deap body of 
a negro named James Fisher. An ambu- 
lance was at once procured, and the 
body renoved to the Dispensary. There, udon 
examination, it was found the man had been 
stabbed with a butcher-knife in three places,— 
once in the leit breast in the region of the heart, 
once in the abdomen near the navel, and 
once in the back, to the right of the 
spinal column. The physician pronounced each 
one of these wounds sufficient to cause death. 
Who bis assailant was is not known. ‘The body 
of the murdered man was removed to the 
Morgue, woere an inquest will de held to- 
morrow. 


A LAWLESS GANG. 

Wuegtine, W. Va., June 1.—Seven men of 
the gang of Red Men who have been defying 
law and order in Weizell County, this State, 
were arrested to-day. Mr. John Husenbaugh, 
who was driven from hie home last week and 
ordered to leave the State within thirty days or 
be nung, after some difficulty persuaded Justice 
Morris, of Burton, to take his information 
and issue warrants for the eang that attacked 
his house. The warrants were made out and 
placed in the hands of Constable Live Pettit, 
who deputized a number of citizens to assist 
him, and, after scourimg the country for some 
time, finally bagged seven of the gang. ‘Their 
trials will commence to-morrow, aud, as fifty 
witnesses have been summoned, it vill probably 
last for some days. 

The condition of affairs in the neighborhood 
of Littleton is exciting and at the same deplor- 
able. The town ts guarded nightiy by a strong 
patrol of citizens who are fearful the Red Men 
will put into execution their threats of demol- 
ishing the town. The patrol has 
been increased since the arrest of the 
seven men noted before, and every 
effort will be made to restore the reign of order 
and law.

Pa., his thirty davs not 
yet baving expired, the Red Men threatening to 
hang him if found within the county at the ex- 
piration of that time. 


ESCAPE OF BURGLARS. 
New York, June l.—William Porter, alias 
Morris, and Joba Irving, alias Joseph Condit, 
two notorious burglars, escaped from the Ray- 


mond Jail, in Brooklyn, at 7 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Sheriff Riley has offered a reward of 
$2,500 for their capture. 


BEECHER ON GARRISON, 


An Eloquent Tribute to the Memory of the 
Great Abolitionist. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

New York, June 1.— Henry Ward Beecher’s 
sermon to-day, from the text, “Of wuom the 
world was not worthy,“ was devoted to an 
eulogy of William Lloyd Garrison. The death 
of Mi. Garrison, he said, alter a long life anda 
hard struggle, calls to mind a class of men who, 
with him, wrought one of the greatest changes 
this world ever saw. The ranks of those who, 
in the speaker’s youth, worked for that end are 
thinned, with only here and there one left, and 
many of them just tottering on the brink 
of the grave. They did a noble 
work in their own way. They made 
some mistakes, but set themselves against op- 
pression of every kind, and would not compro- 
mise with evil many form. The wonder is not 
so much that they ran into danger, as that. they 
lived to meet the danger through which they 
passed. 

The great evil which these men sought to de- 
stroy was slavery, an evil which had become in- 
grained into the Constitution and into the social 
and political fabric of the nation until it had be- 
come part and parcel of both,—which existed 
primarily as a commercial necessity, and 
grew, and mereased, and spread untii it 
became a prodigious political power. 
That it was which raised up that noble band of 
Abolitionists, every one of whom must always 
stand high in the estimation of his countrymen, 
and the highest of whom was William Lloyd 
Garrison. Of all the wen who labored in the 
great work in the dark dass, when it cost much 
and meant more to be counted of their number, 
no one was more wortby to live to see the vic- 
tory won than Garrison, and it was reserved for 
him to taste the fully ripened fruits 
of his life’s labor. Garrison was a great 
man, but his greatness and power did 
not lie wholly in the bitterness of his language. 
The fault of that was in the school in which he 
found bimself,—not that his words ought never 
to have been severe, but they were merciless. 
Personally, he was very ki with a heart as 
tender as a woman's and pure asa child’s; but, 
when, he looked upon siavery, he became an 
avenging power. It was the decision of the 
surgeon, and the heart did not quake or the 
lips quiver as he plunged the knife into the 

carbuncle. Much of this was due 
circumstances of the times, the 
prostitution of the Church, the dickerings of 
commerce, and the trackling of politics. Garri- 
son saw iu the beginning the dangurs hidden in 
the carcass of slavery, and laid out at the start 
a course of action from which he never swerved, 
and which was in the end carried out by the 
War. His position was that slavery was wrong, 
and the 2 thing to be Gove was to attack, 
assault, and destroy it. He had lived to see the 
sword cut. the Gordian knot, and to 
behold the stain of slavery blotted wut 
forever by the blood of the vation. 
It was the South that brougnt on 
the War,—the War brought on emauvipation. 
The faith of the people of the South in the 
justice of their cause and in its final triumpn 
was so great that it took them into such ſu- 
domitable resistance as to reduce them to ab-

WasuineoTon, D. C., June 1. -The course the 
minority will take in regard the Democratic 
caucus measures cannot, of @urse, be marked 
out until the bills are act§allv before them, 
where their provisions can be fstudied, but some 
idea of the Republican attitude may be gathered 
from opinions expressed by several influential 
members of the party to-night. Senator Allison 
had not heard of the new Democratic plans, When 
their substance was made known to him he 
said, with regard to the Aporopriation bills, 
that the saving clauses in themselves amounted 
to nothing, since there was no probability that 
the army would ever be required at the polls, 
while the fact that no elections except 
in California would take piace  dur- 
fiscal year rendered the Su- 
pervisors and Deputy Marshals probibitory 
clause a matter of no consequence, except as a 
precedent and a step in the wrong direction. He 
expressed the opinion that, according to his 
present light, they ought to be opposed by the 
Republicans. He did not anticipate any pro- 
longed resistance, and thought the bills might 
be sent to the President speedily, the Republic- 
aus voting and making a brief record against 
the measures. With regard to the Test- 
Oath and Jury bill, Mr. Allison said that 
the Republicans care nothing for the former. 
They bad alreaiy repealed it once, and it only 
existed as a statute by accident. He was, how- 
ever, strongly in favor of maintaining some 
peremptory right of challesce for jurors, and 
while some modification of Sec. 821 of the Re- 
vised Statutes might be acceptable, he was of 
the opivion that the Republicans ought to take 
strong ground against the repeal of the 
statute entire, if that should be attempted. 
A VERY PROMINENT EASTERN REPUBLICAN 

REPRESENTATIVE 

said that, while he had not been able to give 
much thougot to the new Democratic pro- 
gramme, it seemed at first blush to be a com- 
plete back-down from the high-sounding pro- 
gramme iterated with sucha flourish of trum- 
pets by the Democrats at the beginning of the 
extra session. 80 far as a megiect to 
make appropriations for the payment of 
the Supervisors and Deputy Marshals 
of Elections for the enauing vear is 
concerned, be did not regard it as of any prac- 
tical importance.

He thought the Democratic propo- 
sition relating to the Army bill would not be 
consented to by the President, because they 
seem to restrict his constitutional power as Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the army, but, he said, so 
far as the use of troops to interfere with elec- 
tions was concerned, neither he nor any other 
Republican was in favor of it, and be thought 
that, if the Democrats had not been so awkward, 
but had shown ordinary common sense, they 
might have prepared a bill which would base 
accomplished the purpose they protess to have 


in view, and which the President would have | 


approved. 

A PROMINENT NEW ENGLAND SENATOR 
said to-night that the plans of the Democrats 
amounted in effect to a temporary accomplish- 
ment of all they had at first set out to do, and 
he believed the Republicans and the President 
ought to. sit down upon the whole 
plan at once. Why,” said he, they 
brought on the struggle, aud: they ought to 
stand up to it like menu.

Is IT A BACKDOWN ? 
GETTING UP THE BILLS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Wasnmorox, D. C., June 1.—The members 
of the Sub-Committee of the Democratic 
caucus managers have had a consultation to- 
day, and are very busy in framing the two Ap- 
propriation bills according to the suggestions 
made in the meeting of the full Committee 
yesterday. They hope to have this ready for 
report to-morrow night, and the present inten- 
tion is, provided the measures can be so framed 


as to secure a unanimous vote inthe Joint Cau- 


cus, to present them immediately to the 
two Houses without the intervention of the 
caucus. The fact is, that strenuous efforts are 
being made to counteract the influence at work 
to force the caucus action upon the party, fear- 
ing, if a general discussion upon the pending 
difficulties of the situation is precipitated, it 
would be impossible to reach any harmonious 
conclusion. The intimations given by the mem- 
bers of the Caucus Committee to-day are to the 
effect that they will ' 
PROBABLY REPORT TWO BILLS, 
which do not involve the repeal of any laws 
whatever, but which simply take from the ap- 
propriation the pay of Marshals, and will pro- 
vide, as in the case of the Army bill. that none 
of the money appropriated for the transporta- 
tion of troops shall be used to take them to any 
place where an election is being held for the 
specific purpose of employing them as a police 
force about the polls. Great care will be taken 
to dratt bilis which they think the President 
will sign, and which they think he can sign with- 
out crossing the path marked out by his former 
vetoes. The argument by which the Democrats 
are trying to convince each other that the plan 
they have now agreed upon is pot a backdown is 
AT LEAST CURIOUS. 
It was claimed in joint committee that this 
cannot be construed as in any sense a surrender 
or retreat from the position of refusing 
supplies, since no committee of either House, 
or of either caucus, or of the joint caucus, 
bas ever formally indorsed the idea of refusing 
supplies, and, further, that no caucus bad ever 
formally considered the subject, and the threats 
that such a course would be pursued had 
NEVER BEEN MORE 
than the expression of individual opinion. The 
Republicans meet this argument by recalling the 
fact that, while there has never been any formal 
indorsement of this extreme position taken by 
individuals, stili the announcement of these 
views by successive soeakers in the House 
were applauded with great vebemence by 
all the Democrats present. Some members of 
the Conference Committee express a bope 
that they will be able to complete their bills 
so early to-fnorrow as to report them from the 
Committee on Appropriations to the House. 
While it is not probable that this can be accom- 
plished, it is a fair indication of the desire of a 
large class of the Democrats to close up this 
extra session as soon as possible, and charge it 
up to profit and loss. 
THE COMMITTER’S DEVICE. 
Special Dispatoh to The Tribune. 

Wasnuineton, D. C., May 381.—The Joint 
Deinocratie Committee of Safety was in session 
several hours to-day, and the principal burden 
of the discussion was to discover a form of 
Appropriation bill which would answer two ends: 
First to pass the President successfully and se- 
cure his signature, and second, to let the Democ- 
racy down from their high position us easily as 
possible. After a long debate, in Which the va- 
rious speakers admitted the difficulties of the 
situation, and the serious embarrassments into 
which the events and failures of the extra session 
had led them, it was decided to appoint a sub- 
committee ot eight members to draft two appro- 
priation bills in accordance with what they might 
regard N 

THE DRIFT OF DEMOCRATIC SENTIMENT 
and report them to a subsequent meeting of the 
Jotat Caucus Committee. This;Sub-Committee 
consists of Senators Thurman, Saulsbury, Vance, 
and Batiey, and Representatives Chalmers and 
Ewing. The general understanding upon which 
this committee is to work was,that the Army bill 
and the Legislative bill as well should be 
divested of the political sections, and that these 
sections should be presented as independent 
measures; that the Army bill should contain 
such restrictions upon the transportation of 
troops as should prevent their being moved into 
any of the States for election purposes, and the 
means of accomplishing this was left to the in- 
genuity of the Sub-Committee. , 

AS TO THE LEGISLATIVE BILL, 
they are expected to report itemized appropria- 
tions in those portions of the bill which cover 
the expenses of the Department of Justice, and 
to provide that no money sball be used except 
as specified in those particular items, and that 
none in any event shall be used to pay Marshals. 
It is also to be left within the discretion of this 
Sub-Committee as to whether a repealing clause 
shall be attached to the bill in regard to that 
section of the law by which the pay of Super- 
visors is made a permanent appropriation. 
Upon this head there is likely to be 

CONSIDERABLE DIFFICULTY, 
sitice the pay of Supervisors is provided for in 
what is known as permanent annual appropria- 
tions, and cannot be withheld unless by the pas- 
sage of an act repealing that portion of the 
present law which piaces the present pay of Su- 
pervisors of Elections among the permanent 
aporopriations. The law under which Super- 
visors are paid is the same as that under which 
interest on the public debt is authorized to be 
paid. Thus, while the pay of the Deputy 
Marshals might be withbeld, nothing can be 
done to withhold the pay of Supervisors. But 
the failure to approvriate money to pay Depu- 
ty-Marshals would not preclude the appomt- 
ment of such officers any more than the failure 
fo vote the salary of the President would 
abolish that office. The law authorizes the em- 
ployment of Deputy-Marshals, and when duly 
appointed they have 

A OLAIM AGAINST THE UNITED STATES 

for services rendered. Such appointments are 
required to be made in certain cases by the De- 
partment of Justice, and when the emergency 
arises such officers must be appointed without 
regard to the fact whether Congress has or bas 
not made appropriations to pay them. 

Another proposition which bas been advanced 
is remarkable for its originality and novelty. If 
the propositions above ouplined, or something 
similar to them, cannot be put into such form 
as to warrant the belief that they will not cause 
other vetoes, then it has been proposed to insert 
in the Appropriation bills 

A DECLARATION OF OPINION 
upon the questions in coutroversy, in which 
the majority io Congress will give 
expression to their views upon the 
employment of troops at the volle, and 
upon the appointment of Supervisors and 
Deputy Marshals.

THE ANGLO-AFGHAN TREATY. 

Treaties are the order of the day in the 
Old World. There seems to be a general 
tinkering of public affairs both in Europe 
and Asia, and the treaty is the easiest and 
most convenient method of bridging diffi- 
culties and patching up rents. The latest 
of these agreements, which are usually made 
to be broken, is the treaty between England 
and Afghanisten, which the English repre- 
sentatives have just concluded with Yaxoos/’ 
Kuan, the successor to the ill-fated and 
miserable Suzrz Aus. The complete de- 
tails of the treaty have not yet been pub- 
lished; but in a general way Evgiand ob- 
tains substantially what she originally de- 
manded of the late Ameer, although in this 
case Afghanistan proves to be an exception 
to the usual fate of conquered nations, as no 
demand is made upon her for indemnity. 
Yaxoos Kuan goes back to Cabool, his 
Capital, without any loss of territory or any 
expense except such as. has been 
incurred in the conduct of the war which 
his father inaugurated. The principal 
stipulations of tho treaty are that British 
Residents shall be recognized in Cabool, Can- 
dabar, and Herat, which was one of the 
most strenuous demands that was made of 
the Ameer after it was discovered that a Rus- 
sian Resident was allowed in Cabool. It is 
further stipulated that the Resident at Cabool 
shall have authority to forward English 
agents to the frontier, whenever he deems it 
necessary, so that, as will be seen, England 
has complete representation and full diplo- 
matic privilege in Afghanistan. The treaty 
further provides that all the English sym- 
pathizers shall have full amnesty; that En- 
gland shall look after the foreign relations of 
the Ameer, that he may send agents to In- 
dia, and that England will support him 


next Presidential election; if they shall be 
able to break down the protection of the bal- 
lot-box for that single occasion, their whole 
purpose will have been accomplished, for the 
entire struggle for the repeal of the Election 
laws has been with special reference to the 
election of 1880. It, then, they can prevent 
the employment of Supervisors and Deputy-

pay and prohibiting the Government from 
incurring any liability to pay them, and at 
the same time and in the same way prevent 
the use of United States troops, in case of 
emergency, to enforce the decrees of the 
United States Courts and their officers, the 
Bourbons will go home about as well satis- 
fied with their work as if they had succeed- 
ed in passing the appropriation bills with 
the original riders attached. 

If the law-officers of the Government and 
the advisers of the President shall agree that 
the effect of the Democratic restrictions now 
proposed to be made n part of the appropri- 
tion bills will be what. the Democrats unques- 
tionably intend it shall be, then the Presi- 
dent will be constrained by the same reasons 
that have governed him heretofore to veto 
these bills again; otherwise, he might better 
have surrendered in the first instance, and in 
that way have saved the country time, anx- 
iety, and expense, This struggle between 
the President and Congress is well under- 
stood by the American people to be an 
attempt on the part of the Bourbons to pol- 
lute the ballot-box with reference to their 
success at the next National election, and a 
determination on the part of the Executive 
to protect the ballot-box from such pollu- 
tion. No evasion that can be devised 
by the Bourbon leaders, no matter how in- 
genious or deceptive, will be permitted to 
conceal their real design, so that the Presi- 
dent need not fear being misunderstood. 
Nor will the President assume any responsi- 
bility for a further extension of the extra 
session that will be necessitated by this new 
“dodge”; but the delay, and disturbance, 
and cost incident to the new scheme will 
only serve to increase the righteous indigna- 
tion which already exists at the Bourbon 
defiance of public opinion. It may possibly 
be that the Bourbons will not be able to 
frame their restrictions upon the use of the 
appropriations in such a way as will actually

Whatever excuse Democratic ingenuity 
might have invented for the delay and petti-’ 
fogging previous to the last veto, there can- 
not now be so much as a pretense of public 
necessity for a further extension of the ses- 
sion.

This trifling with public sentiment and 
public interests by the Democratic caucus 
will cost that party dearly. The shrewd 
men among the Democrats can hardly fail to 
recognize this fact.

The 
whole affair turns upon the incapacity of 
the Democratic party for dominion.

All things eonsidered, it looks as if Yaxoor 
Kuan had the best of the bargain, and ought 
to thank his father for inaugurating the war 
with England. He has in the first place se- 
cured the. services of a powerful ally against 
foreign foes, and, in case of any difficulty 
with Russia hereafter, has only to refer her 
to England for explanations and settlement. 
Still better than this, he can also rely upon 
her for defense against domestic viclence, 
which is the principal danger that threatens 
him, since, if he m not sustained, anda new 
Ameer should come into power, the treaty 
would not be worth the paper it is written 
on. Afghanistan is a country of revolutions 
and Oabool is full of cabals. There are no 
less than four claimants to the throne, all of 
whom were distanced by Yaroos Knax in 
the race, and now, having seated himself up- 
on it, he bi hedged himself against all other 
claimants behind English barriers. He has lost 
no territory, and will have to pay no indem- 
nity. The English, on the other hand, while 
they obtain certain important advantages by 
the construction of a more scientific frontier 
to India, have assumed an equally important 
responsibility, and one which in the end 
may prove very embarrassing and expensive. 
They have assumed the same kind of respon- 
sibility for the Sultan in Asia Minor, in con- 
sideration of the cession of Cyprus, and for 
the Khedive of Egypt, in eonsideration of 
certain advantages in Central Africa.
